Thank you for your phone call and e-mails on August 5, 2003, regarding the
Solar Wind claims. We are enclosing a copy of the letter sent to John
Holfert on June 27, 2003, revoking the Plans of Operations (Plans) for both
the Solar Wind and RB claim sites.
